THE LUNCH WAS GAY, BUT KHRUSHCHEV PRAISED FINNISH-SOVIET TRADE 
COOPERATION IN SUCH HIGH TERMS THAT MANY BELIEVED HE WAS WARNING 
FINLAND AGAINST ACTUALLY JOINING THE EUROPEAN FREE TRADE GROUP, AS IT 
WANTS TO DO, 

THE SOVIET UNION IS FINLAND'S BIGGEST CUSTOMER AND HAS HELPED TO 
BOLSTER ITS ECONOMY WITH LOANS WHICH WERE--PERHAPS SIGNIFICWNTLY-- 
MENTIONED IN THE COMMUNIQUE. . 

THERE WAS NO APPLAUSE FROM THE FINNISH CROWDS IN FRONT OF THE f 
PRESIDENTIAL PALACE FOR EITHER KEKKONEN OR KHRUSHCHEV WHEN THEY 
ARRIVED TO SIGN THE COMMUNIQUE. THE COMMUNIQUE NOTED THAT KEKKONEN 
HAD BROUGHT UP THE SUBJECT OF FINLAND'S ASSOCIATING WITH THE FREE 
TRADE GROUP OF WESTERN EUROPE WITHOUT ACTUALLY JOINING, 

KHRUSHCHEV FIRST SET FORTH “THE SOVIET UNION'S NEGATIVE ATTITUDE 
TOWARD SEPARATE TRADE BLOCS OF THE WESTERN COUNTRIES, WHICH BLOCS 
ARE ASSUMING A POLITICAL NATURE,® BUT THEN NOTED FINLAND DOES NOT 
INTEND TO ABANDON ®THE MOST FAVORED NATION PRINCIPLE IN SOVIET-FINNISH 
TRADE,* THE COMMUNIQUE SAID, AND ADDED: 

"THE SOVIET SIDE UNDERSTANDING FINLAND'S DESIRE TO REMAIN 
COMPETITIVE IN WESTERN MARKETS, IS READY TO NEGOTIATE WITH THE FINNISH 
SIDE MEASURES TO MAINTAIN AND FURTHER EXPAND TRADE BETWEEN THE SOVIET 
UNION AND FINLAND IN CASE FINLAND WOULD LIKE TO CONCLUDE A SPECPAL 
TRADE AGREEMENT WITH THE EUROPEAN FREE TRADE ASSOCIATION.
